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™ LINSEED *CAKESDRAWBACK, 

~ In the issue of the Reporter of Au- 
gust 27th, the day before the final pas- 
sage of the tariff law, we called atten- 
tion to the fact that the clause pro- 
hibiting a drawback on oil cake was 
omitted from the paragraph naming 
the duty on imported linseed. This 
omission had escaped general attention 
and since the publication of our edi- 
torial numerous letters of inquiry have 
been addressed to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, to the customs officials in 
this city and also to others supposed 
to be in a position to throw light on the 
subject. The customs officials have 
been rather cautious in their replies 
and have referred the inquiring crush- 
ers to the Treasury Department. The 
result of the appeals to the latter has 
been the issuance of a circular which, 
so far as the Treasury officials are 
concerned, would seem to leave the 
matter in some doubt. The circular is 
in the following terms: 

In reply you are informed that the De- 
partment has never been favorable to the 
establishment of such drawback, which 
was expressly prohibited by the act of 
October Ist, 1890. The difficulty of establish- 
ing the facts and the great danger of 
fraud attending the administration of such 
an allowance seem to be sufficient reason 
for its omission. A drawback could only 
be allowed upon the proportionate value 
of the seed as exported in condition as oil 
cake, which value would be a small frac- 
tion of the original value of the seed. 

It is under section 22 of the present 
law that the crushers of linseed claim 
the drawback. It reads as follows: 

That where imported articles on which 
duties have been paid are used in the man- 
facture of articles manufactured or pro- 
duced in the United States, there shall be 
allowed on the exportation of such articles 
a drawback equal in amount to the duties 
paid on the materials used, less 1 per 
centum of such duties. 

It will be seen that under this section 


the claim is well founded, and for ob- 
vious reasons is not denied by the 
Treasury Department in its circular, 
notwithstanding that “the Department 
has never been favorable to the estab- 
lishment of such drawback,” the only 
question, apparently, being the amount 
of such drawback. According to the 
opinion above quoted, which is by As- 
sistant Secretary Curtis, “a drawback 
could only be allowed upon the propor- 
tionate value of the seed as exported in 
condition as oil cake.’’ This opinion is 
clearly based on the assumption that 
oil cake is a refuse or by-product, and 
not properly to be considered a man- 
ufactured product. Even on this point, 
however, the Treasury officials do not 
appear to be fully convinced, as in- 
structions have been isued to special 
agents at New York, Boston, Cleveland 
and other points to consider the ques- 
tion and report the result of their in. 
vestigations to enable the Treasury De- 
partment to authoritatively settle the 
question, 

As the Treasury officials appear to 
be at a loss as to the “ruling” to be 
determined upon, it may be well to 
consiluer previous regulations and de- 
cisions, The proviso prohibiting a 
drawback on oil cake appeared for the 
first time in the tariff law passed July 
14th, 1870, and previous to that date, 
from 1861, drawback was allowed on 
the proportionate weight of the oil 
cake, amounting at that time to about 
70 per cent. of the seed imported. Or, 
in other words, about 70 per cent. of 
the duty was recovered, and the allow- 
ance of this drawback was the custom 
during that period. During 1886 a de- 
mand was made for a drawback on 
castor pomace exported, the product of 
imported castor beans, anu in compli- 
ance with a decision of the courts made 
December 23d of that year, a drawback 
of thirteen cents per one hundred 
pounds of pomace was allowed. It is 
unnecessary to enumerate the articles 
on which drawback is now allowed, as 
they are numerous, and some of them 
will readily occur to the mind of the 
reader, but the practice has always 
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been to allow the full drawback on the 
quantity exported, less, of course, the 
one per cent. provided to be retained 
by the Government. 

Those who contend v.at the draw- 
back should be in amount only propor- 
tional to the value of the oil-cake base 
their belief upon the claim, 1, that oil- 
cake is not a manufactured article; 2, 
that it is a refuse product; 3, that it is 
a by-product of the manufacture of lin- 
seed oil, of much lower value than the 
seed from which it is produced, and, 4, 
that to allow the full drawback .on the 
weight of the oil-cake exported would 
result in reducing the actual duty on 
the oil to such a low figure as to prac- 
tically nullify the duty contemplated, 
and to reduce the duty on seed to such 
an extent that the Western producer of 
flaxseed would be deprived of the 
measure of protection prescribed in 
section 1, paragraph 206, of the new 
tariff law. These arguments appear 
to have weight with the Treasury offi- 
cials, who have ‘‘never been favorable 
to the establishment of such draw- 
back,” but the precedents established 
by previous rulings and practice do not 
sustain the position they have taken. 

What the ultimate result will be is, 
of course, uncertain, but an interesting 
contention is likely to result, the 
Western crushers and growers otf fiax- 
seed on the one hand and the seaboard 
crushers and importers of linseed on 
the other. That a drawback will be 
allowed under section 22 is not ques- 
tioned, but on what basis it will be 
computed will depend upon the ruling 
of the Treasury Department, based 
upon its investigations now in prog- 
ress and upon the arguments the par- 
ties in interest are able to produce, and 
possibly the final adjustment of the 
matter will be by the courts. We have 
endeavored to present an unbiased 
statement of the facts, and await the 
final settlement of the question.

THE SITUATION OF THE WHISKEY 
TRUST. 


The air has been full of rumors 
throughout the past week as to what 
is being done to save the Trust from 
dissolution, but little reliance can be 
placed on the half of what has ap- 
peared in print. As we stated in our 
last issue, the Trust plainly sees the 
handwriting on the wall, which means 
that its days are practically num- 
bered. Even its president now inti- 
mates that the rebate-voucher system 
may have to be abandoned and the 
certificates reduced, while admitting 
that the Trust paid tax at ninety cents 
on but 3,000,000 gallons of spirits out 
of a total of 8,000,000 which they 
held. Reorganization is now the cry, 
and there is talk of assessing the 
stock, paying off the bonded debt and 
the rebate-vouchers, economizing from 
the president down, and so trying to 
put the company on a paying basis. 
There is no doubt the powers that be 
have begun to take into account the 
possible action of the committee of re- 
bate-voucher-holders lately appointed 
in this city to secure payment on their 
holdings. The Trust, however, does 
not occupy a very enviable position in 
the eyes of the mercantile community, 
and its stocks last week sold lower 
than has ever been recorded. Not- 
withstanding its enormous capital, 
when the water is squeezed out, there 
appears, at the outside, $1,250,000 in 
real estate, $280,000 in bank and 5,000,- 
000 gallons of spirits in bond, which, 
it is claimed, have been hypothecated 
to some extent. It must be remem- 
bered that sixty-eight distilleries were 
leased and closed, leaving only fifteen 
to be operated during the season, all 
being closed at present, for the very 
good reason that there is no demand 
for spirits. The obligations of the 
Trust are maturing without its being 
in a position to recoup itself. Its lia- 
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bilities are $1,000,000 of bonds and $1,- 
800,000 of rebates, besides those re- 
ported on the goods in bond. It is 
clearly in great straits. 

The particular thorn in the flesh the 
past week has been the presence in 
Peoria of officers of the American Dis- 
tributing Co., who are most anxious to 
obtain about $200,000 due them by the 
Trust for rebates, at the rate of two 
cents on every gallon of spirits sold by 
them. We are reliably informed that 
a certain portion of the money has been 
forthcoming, but the bulk of it has not. 
Meantime the Distributing Company 
cannot afford to press for payment for 
fear of embarrassing the Trust. It has 
a most favorable contract with the 
Trust, by which it secures this two 
cents a gallon on every gallon of spirits 
sold, and were the Trust to suffer dis- 
solution it would practically lose the 
power to earn dividends to pay on its 
capital of $5,000,000, which would make 
the latter worthless. 

As to the new distributing company 
recently incorporated to handle the 
product of outside distilling interests, 
more will be heard ere long, and we 
are informed on the best authority that 
other distributing companies are soon 
to be incorporated in various States to 
act as agents in placing the products of 
outside distilleries, and give the con- 
sumers the benefit of this two cents per 
gallon now obtained by the American 
Distributing Company, and which the 
consumers naturally pay.

crease in the consumptidirwf{etan 
balsam fir within the past five years, 
the supply has been gradually dimin- 
ishing, partly as a result of natural 
conditions and partly because the work 
of gathering has been, to an extent, 
neglected. The collection of balsam 
fir is not a regular industry, but has 
been prosecuted by lumbermen and 
laborers in other fields, who devoted 
their leisure to it. So long as the bal- 
sam could be obtained near by the 
markets to which the gatherers bring 
it the supply was ample and regular, 
but with the cutting down of the Cana- 
dian forests for timber the source of 
supply has been further and further 
removed from commercial centers, and 
the collection of the balsam has not 
proved profitable enough, for a number 
of years past, to encourage those who 
heretofore engaged in it to continue to 
bring it to market. 

In some years the supply has been 
larger than in others, owing to the 
scarcity of other employment, and in 
view of the widespread distress among 
the laboring classes, including the 
Canadian lumbermen, during the past 
eighteen months or more, it would be 
natural to expect that these people 
would have turned their attention to 
the gathering of balsam as a means of 
livelihood. Such, however, does not 
appear to have been the case, for ac- 
cording to reliable reports the quantity 
collected this year was very small, not 
exceeding fifty barrels. This small 
yield was partly due to wet weather 
toward the end of the gathering season 
—late August and early September— 
but the chief reason for the poor show- 
ing is that the gatherers found it un- 
profitable to go so far into the interior 
for the balsam as they are now com- 
pelled to go. 

It will thus be seen that there has 
been good reason for the upward ten- 
dency of the market during the past 
two months. Early in August the price 
was $2.25 per gallon, but that, it is said, 
did not represent the true value of the 
article, for the reason that it was a 
quotation made by parties who were 
trying to bear the market with a view 
to securing supplies at low figures, It 
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is claimed that they failed in their pur- 
pose, but at any rate there has been 
a steady advance up to thepresent time, 


when the price stands at $3.25 per 
upward 


gallon, and still shows an 


tendency. 

From present indications the pros- 
pects for much higher prices are ex- 
ceedingly good. The cost of the com- 
modity seems to make little difference 
in the quantity consumed. While Ore- 
gon ‘balsam fir enters into competition 
with it to some extent, it is not a de- 
sirable substitute in a majority of the 
processes in which the Canadian is 
used. One of the largest consumers, 
if not the largest, who, by the way, is 
not in the drug trade, makes a special 
article that cannot be produced from 
any other substance, however similar, 
while other manufacturers would give 
the Canadian balsam at $4 per gallon 
preference over the Oregon product at 


sevenly-five cents.

A dissolution of the Aquila Rich 
Paint and Color Co. having been asked 
the court ordered a hearing on October 
12th, at the Court of Common Pleas 
in this city. 


The Empire Cut Glass Co. of New 
York has been incorporated with a 
capital stock of $20,000. Directors, 
David C. Wise, Henry B. Hollis and 
George Steele. 


The Custom House authorities at San 
Francisco have ruled that seal oil is 
not a fish oil under the classification in 
the new tariff, and that it is subject to 
a duty of 25 per cent. ad valorem. 


The window glass scale for the North- 
ern district has been settled at 5 per 
cent. lower than the new net Western 
list. Heretofore the Northern list has 
been 10 per cent. lower than that of 
the West. 


R. P. Rowe, of the National Lead 
Company, has returned from his vaca- 
tion, looking much improved in health 
and with buoyant spirits, though we 
have heard no reports of large fish be- 
ing caught or game bagged. 
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The most valuable catch ever made 
by a whaleship was that of the On- 
ward, Capt. Allen, which arrived in 
New Bedford after a forty-one months’ 
cruise with a cargo worth over $275,000, 
of which the captain’s share was 
$33,000. 


Frederick Brown, the well-known 
Philadelphia manufacturer of extract 
of Jamaica ginger, died last Wednes- 
day in Burlington, N. J., aged fifty- 
seven years. He was the son of Fred- 
erick Brown, who founded the business 
in 1822. 

The Western Cotten Oil Manufactur- 
ing Co., of San Antonio, Texas, has 
been incorporated by Geo. W. Sanders, 
Hermann Brendel, Chas. W. Ogden and 
J. M. Chittim to manufacture cotton- 
seed oil and fertilizers. The capital 
stock is $100,000. 


The Clarke Bros. Lime & Cement 
Co. has been incorporated at Alexan- 
dria, Va., with Thomas E. Clarke, 
president. The capital stock is $25,000. 

Henley & Kirkpatrick have erected 
a phosphate mill of twenty tons daily 
capacity at Amherst, Va. 


The strike at the Thompson Flint 
Glass Works at Uniontown, Pa., is still 
on, and the works are idle. The men 
say they will not work until the Com- 
pany are ready to live up to the new 
scale, and the company say they will 
sell their pots rather than put three 
men at a pot. 


Mr. John L. Riker, senior member 
of the firm of J. L. & D. S. Riker, ar- 
rived last week from a pleasure trip 
to Europe, accompanied by his family. 

Mr. John Fergusson, of the firm of 
Fergusson Bros., Philadelphia, arrived 
home last Monday with his family 
from an extended trip abroad. 


In an interview in London regarding 
the New York cable dispatch stating 
that deposits of 7,000,000 tons of ni- 
trates had been discovered in the State 
of Magdalena, United States of Colum- 
bia, Col. North, the “Nitrate King,” 
declared that the report was unworthy 
of attention, and that there was noth- 
ing in it. 


The report from Cincinnati to the ef- 
fect that a varnish Trust has been or- 
ganized composed of a sufficient num- 
ber of firms to enable it to control the 
trade ,is regarded here as a “little pre- 
vious,” as nothing is known here of 
such a Trust, though letters have been 
received here asking the views of 
varnish makers, to which no attention 
was paid. 

The farmers in the vicinity of Bo- 
fona, Texas, held a mass-meeting at 
that place recently to discuss some 
plan for obtaining better prices for 
cotton seed. The resolutions adopted, 
at the Kosse meeting were unani- 
mously endorsed. The farmers are 
all holding their seed, and will not, 
they claim, sell for less than $10 per 
ton. 


The Board of General Appraisers 
has decided that customs duties, as 
prescribed by the new tariff law, shall 
take effect from the day the law went 
in force, August 28th. More than two 
hundred protests had been received 
from merchants, who claimed that all 
duties that were lowered by the new 
tariff should be effective from Au- 
gust Ist. 


A superior vegetable black, made 
from carbonized gums, which is free 
from grit, grease and acid, is made by 
the Langville Black and Carbon Co., 
this city. As this black is recom- 
mended for use in place of lampblack, 
it will prove to the advantage of those 
requiring large quantities of lamp- 
black to investigate and write for sam- 
ples, as it is sold at a low price, which 
will result in an important saving over 
the cost of lampblack. 


Charles J. Baker, of the glass man- 
ufacturing firm of Baker Bros. & Co., 
of Baltimore, Md., died September 23d 
of apoplexy, at his country residence, 
“Athol.” Mr. Baker was seventy-three 
years old. He had long been identified 
with Baltimore’s financial institutions 
and was widely known in Methodist 
circles. He acted as Mayor of Balti- 
more during a part of 1861 and 1862, 
and at various times held other public 
positions of trust and honor.

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Reports from Rome are to the effect 
that drouth has seriously affected the 
crops throughout the kingdom. The 
Tyrol and the Southern Alps are 
the only districts where sufficient 
rain has fallen. The corn crop is poor 
and the wine crop lacking in quantity, 
though it is of good quality. The olive 
crop is good. The Sicilian crops are 
generally light. 

The large Western distributors of 
spirits and whiskey met in Cincinnati 
last Thursday. The delegates organ- 
ized as the Western Distributors’ Asso- 
ciation, electing Frang Corning, of Peo- 
ria, president, and weorge Deiter], of 
Cincinnati, secretary. Whiie the West- 
ern Distributors are all members of 
the Distilling and Cattle Company, the 
meeting had no official connection with 
what is popularly known as_ the 
Whiskey Trust. 


The hop crop on the Pacific coast, it 
is said, will be large. Washington 
will yield about 50,000 bales against 
12,000 last year; Oregon about 45,000 
igainst 40,000 last year,» and Califor- 
nia’s crop this year is estimated at 
60,000 bales. New York, it is esti- 
mated, will raise about 170,000 bales 
this year, a good increase. The talk 
vbout not picking in parts of Wash- 
ington State “is dying out, and pick- 
ars are going to work in all sections.” 


The Sheriff has placed a keeper in 
the drug store of Hazard, Hazard & 
Co., at No. 1150 Broadway, three exe- 
cutions having been issued against the 
company, aggregating $4,297. The 
store was formerly under the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel, was removed to No. 265 
Fifth avenue, and thence to the present 
location. The company was incorpo- 
rated on Sept. 5, 1889, with a capital 
stock of $150,000, succeeding a firm of 
the same name, and Rowland N. Haz- 
ard has been the president. 


New Bedford is said to be the wealth- 
iest city of its size in the United States, 
and most of its capital, which is esti- 
mated at $100,000,000, came from blub- 
ber and the bones of whales. The busi- 
ness began as early as 1755, and 
reached its height in 1860, when there 
were nearly 600 vessels going out from 
that port, with more than 10,000 sail- 
ors, and representing an investment of 
more than $12,000,000. The catch that 
year was worth nearly $7,000,000, for 
then oil sold at $2.75 a gallon and 
whalebone for $6 a pound. 


A strike among the mixers and teas- 
ers at the window glass plant of the 
Chambers-McKee Company seems im- 
minent. As has been reported, the 
company refused to accept the scale 
of the mixers and teasers, claiming a 
greater reduction than 10 per cent., ar 
called for in the scale. The amount of 
reduction asked by the company varies 
according to different authorities. Some 
say the reduction asked by the com- 
pany is 12% per cent. and others claim 
it is much greater than that, while 
some say it is as high as 20 per cent. 


The American Grocer last week cele- 
brated the completion of the twenty- 
fifth year as a trade paper by issuing 
a souvenir edition. It was a credit- 
able production in every way, being 
full of matter of interest to its readers, 
and to others as well. In addition to 
a sketch of the founding and progress 
of the paper it presented portraits of 
Prof. John Darby, and his 
assistant, W. H. C. Price, as also a 
fac-simile of the first page of the in- 
itial number. The American Grocer 
was the first paper representing the 
grocery interest, and has steadily kept 
the lead. 


English journals state that they are 
daily receiving reports of the depressed 
condition of the glass trade. The keen 
competition of the Continental manu- 
facturers to put such a price upon their 
glass that in many cases it does not 
recoup them the expenditure they have 
incurred, and consequently many large 
glass making firms have to record great 
financial losses, which create grave 
fears as to the future. For years there 
have been losses, and it has been stated 
that there is scarcely a firm of any 
note whose loss has not been serious, 
though in some cases the introduction 
of expensive machinery has tended to 
decrease the cast of manufacture. 
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It is reported that the Fords are 
about to erect a new plate-glass Works: 
up on Lake Michigan. Cant. Ford hos 
been investigating the advantages and! 
resources of the lake districts for gey. 
eral years past. He is convincsd that 
plate glass can be produced with aq.. 
vantage up in that district. There are: 
already too many glass-houses, so that. 
Mr. Ford must have strong confidence 
in the future of the business, or else he 
must feel that he can command suff. 
cient trade, however much cut up busi- 
ness may be.—|Glass Worker. 


An important meeting ol! the cotton. 
seed-oil-mill operators of the State of 
Texas was held recently at Galveston, 
under the auspices of the Texas Cotton- 
seed Crushers’ Association. The ob. 
ject of the meeting was to endeavor to 
secure lower rates of fire insurance and 
a reduction in freights. An important 
question before the meeting was the 
purchase of cotton seed, and the remedy 
or line of action to be taken to prevent 
an inflation of prices such as occurred 
last season. AIl but six mills in the 
State were represented, and it was 
stated that the meeting had been highly 
satisfactory. 

The very admirable properties pos- 
sessed by pure bisulphide of carbon 
cannot be utilized in a general way on 
account of the extremely foul odor 
possessed by the bisulphide as usually 
sold. It can, however, be deprived of 
all smell, and used as freely as methy- 
lated spirit. But, unfortunately, ex- 
posure to air, light and moisture 
quickly causes it to decompose, and 
the old odor returns. The best method 
of purifying it is that of Lidot, who 
shakes it up witn mercury until all! 
marked odor has disappeared, and 
then distills it slowly. It should be 
used after as short a lapse of time as 
possible. 

A firm of general merchants call at- 
tention to the fact that consignments 
of chlorate of potash for Japan have 
been stopped by the Chinese Custom 
officials at Shanghai. Japan imports 
yearly some 1,400 tons of this chemical 
for use in the safety match trade, 
nearly all Eastern Asia being supplied 
with matches by that country. The 
contention of the Chinese officials is 
no doubt that this chemical is contra- 
band of war on the ground that it can 
be made use of in the manufacture of 
explosives. If the stoppage is limited 
only to the port of Shanghai English 
merchants van avoid it by shipping by 
vessels which do not call at that port. 


A dispatch from Chicago states that 
the Distilling and Cattle Feeding Com- 
pany filed protests on the 22d inst. at 
revenue offices both in Chicago and 
Peoria against the new tariff law's pro- 
vision for increased bonds, which the 
distillers are compelled to give to se- 
cure the payment of the tax on the 
spirits bonded before the new law 
went into effect. Distillers were under 
bonds to the full amount of the whis- 
key in the warehouses at 90 cents per 
gallon. Their renewal was necessary 
at the rate of ,-. The protest takes 
the position that when the whiskey 
was made and put in bond, there was 
an implied contract with the Govern- 


ment at the 90-cent rate. 


Justice Lawrence, in Supreme Court, 
Chambers, has appointed Andersot 
Price referee, and has ordered the 
Hamilton Pharmacy, Samuel H. Jame- 
son, Charles F. Doherr and Jacob 
Zangen to account before him in the 
suits brought against them by the 
Chesebrough Manufacturing Company: 
The defendants are accused of having 
infringed upon the plaintiff company’ 
rights in selling an article called 
“vaseline,” but which was not manu- 
factured by the plaintiff. Tae Chese- 
brough Manufacturing Company hav 
ing been adjudged the exclusive owner 
of the word, the defendants must now 
turn over to it all the profits they may 
have received from the sales of the 
article, the court having so ordered.

PETROLEUM NOTES.

At Cochranville, on the Ohio side of 
the Sistersville field, there are active 
operations, and the wells are very 
fair producers. The production of the 
field is again showing a falling off. 
The runs of late have not averaged 
more than 12,000 barrels a day. 


Old Butler county leads all other 
fields of the southwest in the amount 
of new production and new work un- 
der way. There is a falling off in 
new work in the North Washington 
field, but the shortage is more than 
made up in the Brownsdale field, 
where there is remarkable activity. 


The deep territory at Mannington 
has become very quiet and the pros- 
pects for a revival of interest in that 
quarter are not the least encouraging. 
The wells that were expected to show 
extension to the field have proven 
worthless, and future operations will 
be principally within defined limits. 


There are those who have a good 
deal of faith in the territory lying 
southwest of Forest Grove in the di- 
rection of Shirland and Imperial. As 
gas producing territory the value of 
that regions has long since been de- 
termined, and work now under way 
or about to start will show if it is 
capable of producing oil. 


The Coylesville pool in Butler 
county has encouraged some new work 
in the old producing districts that have 
been undisturbed for years. North 
of Millerstown Bowman Seibert is 
starting a well on his own farm near 
the narrow gauge railroad. Some of 
the wells in that vicinity have been 
producing oil for more than twenty 
years. 


The big salt water gusher of J. M. 
Patterson & Co., east of Sistersville, 
is declining in its output of the briny 
fluid. The well when first drilled in 
produced 21,000 barrels of salt water 
a day and no traces of oil. A late 
authority places the present produc- 
tion at 13,000 barrels a day and a little 
show of oil. This change for the bet- 
ter has revived hope in the holders of 
territory in that section. Three test 
wells are now starting to the south 
and southwest of the gusher. 


Early in the summer when _ the 
Bridgeville and Forest Grove pools 
were discovered they attracted many 
operators in their respective localities, 
and the work of development was com- 
menced in the most indiscriminate 
Manner, The summing up shows that 
the dusters or light wells outnumber 
the paying ones three to one. The 
hundred-foot was the formation ex- 
pected to reimburse the investors in 
that territory, but with the exception 
of a very few wells, all have proven 
failures. As a last resort, some of 
them have been drilled to the fourth 
and fifth sands, but with little or no 
success, 


A long article in the London Times 
on the petroleum controversy, contrib- 
uted by the Scottish Mineral Oil As- 
sociation, protests that Scotch re- 
fineries do not ask the exclusion of 
American or Russian low-grade pe- 
‘roleum, but, if the government con-

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CORRESPONDENCE. 


The Free Alcohol Question, 
Boston, Sept. 25, 1894. 

We have read with much interest 
your articles in the correspondents’ 
column of the issue of Sept. 24th re- 
specting the free-alcohol question, and 
we note that in your editorial com- 
menting on Mr. Kline’s and Mr. Kel- 
ly’s articles you state that, while there 
is a law which prescribes a penalty for 
having in one’s possession cancelled 
stamps, it is only necessary for the 
barrels to be kept with the stamps on 
them to avoid any conflict with the 
statutes of the United States. 

We think, if you will obtain a copy 
of the law, and read it over, you will 
find that you are giving your readers 
very dangerous advice, as the law pro- 
vides that immediately barrels are 
emptied all stamps must be destroyed 
and all marks obliterated. This even 
goes so far as to apply to the serial 
numbers, etc., which are stamped into 
the wood of the barrels. We do not 
know the exact wording of the law, 
but these are the instructions of the 
Internal Revenue Department to all 
parties inquiring of them what is 
necessary to be done, and this is the 
position they have taken for a long 
period. We certainly shall advise all 
our friends on no account to take the 
risk of having in their possession the 
eancelled stamps or to allow the 
stamps to remain on the barrels, as we 
do not believe that any value will ac- 
crue to them, and they are taking a 
tremendous risk, as the penalties under 
the law are very heavy.

We are familiar with the law re- 
ferred to by our correspondents, and 
we still maintain the stand we have 
taken, most able lawyers sustaining it. 
The friends of our correspondents need 
not be at all alarmed as to the outcome 
if they save their stamps in the man- 
ner we suggested. In acts of Congress 
anything in previous laws that is in 
conflict with a new law becomes null 
and void. If your correspondents will 
read carefully the section of the new 
tariff law relating to the use of alcohol 
in the arts, etc., they will see it plainly 
stated that the stamps are to be pre- 
sented in order to obtain the rebate; 
hence it is necessary to keep them, 
and no action the Government might 
take in the matter could, under these 
circumstances, put them within the 
pale of the law quoted by our corre- 
spondents. Should no regulations be 
forthcoming and the Treasury Depart- 
ment officially indicate its inability to 
draft any, proceedings to recover re- 
bates on alcohol used since the law be- 
came operative will be taken by the 
wholesale. These cases are now being 
prepared. It is barely possible our 
correspondents may at some future 
time have cause to regret having given 
such advice to their friends as their 
letter indicates.—|Ed. O., P. & D. R. 





MISCELLANEOUS. 


Paint Club Dinner. 

The first meeting and dinner of the 
Paint, Oil and Varnish Club of New 
York was held on Thursday evening 
last at the Broadway Central Hotel. 
Vice-President Fortmeyer presided in 
the absence of President Elmendorf, 
who is traveling in Europe. 

Chairman Fortmeyer on calling the 
meeting to order alluded to the ab- 
sence of President Elmendorf, who, he 
reported, protracted his stay abroad. 
He welcomed those present who were 
familiar as constant attendants, thus 
testifying their interest, which, he 
feared, did not extend to all the mem- 
bers. 

Reports of committees was the first 
business in order. Chairman Temple- 
ton, of the new membership committee, 
reported one new member. 

The credit bureau had no report to 
make, but hoped to have at next meet- 
ing. 

The secretary reported several com- 
munications, among which was one 
from the Master Painters’ Association, 
of Brooklyn. 

Mr. Bevan, of the Master Painters’ 
Association of Brooklyn, being present, 
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was called upon. He spoke of the dif- 
ficulties of the master painters, and es- 
pecially in competing with those who 
are not members of that association. 
‘The large buyers, under existing con- 
ditions, are enabled to buy on no bet- 
ter terms than the small buyers. He 
asked if some plan could not be devised 
through which some extra discount can 
be allowed the large buyer who pays 
his bills promptly. He complained that 
paint is sold to the itinerant painter at 
the same price exacted from the master 
painter, and he has to meet this unfair 
competition. He asked the club to con- 
sider the matter, hoping a just adjust- 
ment may result. 

Mr. Walter Reed, of the National 
Master Painters’ Association, being 
present, was called upon and also spoke 
on the question of trade discount, al- 
luding to the customs in other trades, 
especially the dry-goods trade, where 
a buyer receives the discount he ts en- 
titled to as a wholesaler, or jobber, or 
retailer. He instanced that in his ex- 
perience he purchased a barrel of oil 
at, say, sixty cents per gallon, and re- 
tailed it in single gallon lots at sixty- 
three cents; he found that the buyer 
could go downtown and buy at sixty- 
one cents and at some places at sixty 
cents; the result has been that the 
business is ruinous. He made a strong 
presentment of the difficulties the mas- 
ter painters labored under and ap- 
pealed to the club to take such action 
as seems proper to correct the evils and 
assist the business men in his line to 
place the same on a proper basis. 

Major Garner stated that, in his 
opinion, the subject was worthy of ear- 
nest consideration, and believed that 
committees could adjust the matter, 
but as the near approach of the meeting 
of the National Association he moved 
that the delegates be definitely in- 
structed to press this matter and insist 
upon such disposition as will result in 
final adjustment of the matter. 

Mr. King said that the matter of pro- 
tection of the trade can be brought 
about, and seconded Mr. Garner’s mo- 
tion. He thought the delegates should 
be instructed to present a definite plan 
to the National Association, and be- 
lieved the desired result can be speedily 
attained. 

Mr. Patrick favored the plan, but 
believed that the initiatory step be 
taken by the National Association. 

The selection of delegates was then 
in order. Mr. Balbach moved the dele- 
gates be appointed by the chair. 

The chair then appointed the follow- 
ing: M. D. Eger, C. T. Pierce, M. B. 
Arnold, delegates; Chas. H. Gillespie, 
Wm. E. Lucas, R. P. Rowe, alternates. 

Mr. Pierce hoped that the committee 
would organize as soon as possible. 
He thought that it would be difficult 
to bring about the desired result, as 
only a part of the manufacturers are 
members of the National Association 
and any action of these bodies have 
no influence over them. Adjourned.

Company at Cumberland, Md., and 
the latter by A. L. Duryea & Com- 
pany at Hazelton, Pa., which they 
offer to druggists upon certain prom- 
ises of advertising matter to be fur- 
nished and newspaper advertising to 
be done. We are informed that this 
party, usually represented by a woman 
calling herself Mrs. L. B. Wood, ex- 
hibits a typewritten letter purporting 
to be written by us, recommending her 
to the favorable notice of the trade, 
and stating that if the goods were not 
sold in a certain time we would redeem 
them. We desire to state that we have 
not now, and never did have, any con- 
nection or interest in any such concern; 
that we never wrote any such letter, 
and that from all the information we 
can gather the whole scheme is con- 
cocted for the purpose of swindling 
the druggists, as the preparations, we 
are informed, possess no value what- 
ever, and we therefore send this circu- 
lar to put you on your guard, and to 
state that we will pay a liberal re- 
ward for the recovery of the letter or 
for the arrest of the party exhibiting 
the same.

Free Alcohol in England, 


We publish the following letter from 
a subscriber in England, who does not 
wish his name to appear. It is very 
interesting, as giving the inner work- 
ing of the free alcohol law of England, 
and is apropos at this particular time: 

Devon, Eng., September 17th, 1894. 

We find in your issue of the 3d that 
the Treasury Department at Washing- 
ton experiences great difficulty in fram- 
ing regulations to bring the free alco- 
hol schedule into operation. In this 
country no difficulty is found in using 
grain alcohol for the “arts and manu- 
factures.”’ All employed for these pur- 
poses is methylated—that is, one-tenth 
of wood (methyl) alcohol is mixed with 
nine-tenths of grain (ethyl) alcohol. 
The wood alcohol is rectified to 60° over 
proof; it is of a white color, but has 
a very nauseous flavor, and when mixed 
with nine-tenths of grain alcohol, the 
whole is rendered non-palatable. 

In England and Scotland there are 
about twelve makers termed “methyl- 
ated spirit makers.’’ Each has to pay 
annually £10 10s for a license. The 
mixing is done under the supervision 
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of the excise officers, and we have 
never known or heard of the revenue 
having been defrauded, and have been 
in the trade over twenty years. 

This mixed spirit is sold by the 
methylators to any one. The present 
price is two shillings per gallon. The 
number of gallons sold annually in this 
country is about 2,000,000, which are 
used in the “arts and manufactures.”

Rose-Red Glass. 


In 1885 Pelonze discovered that a 
rose-red color could be communicated 
to glass by means of selenion. In 
Pelonze’s ‘process the selenion was 
added to the metal either before or 
after fusion, with the result that there 
was much waste owing to vaporiza- 
tion and oxidation. Moreover, it trans- 
pired that the selenion used was im- 
pure, and hence the color was fre- 
quently impaired to a serious extent. 
Ion Kralik now claims to have over- 
come these objections by employing 
a selenate or a selenate in conjunc- 
tion with a reducing agent, instead of 
selenion itself. Potassium and sodium 
selenate have been found to answer 
the purpose best. Either of these com- 
pounds is added to the metal before 
or after fusion, and when it has be- 
come thoroughly incorporated it is 
reduced by the addition of arsenioug 
acid, an arsenite, or a sulphite. Zinc 
dust, however, has been found to ef- 
fect the reduction perfectly, and, be- 
sides, presents advantages on the 
score of economy. The quantity of 
selenion usually sufficient to produce 
a rich rose-red coloration is 2-3 per 
cent.

Brazil Ends the Reciprocity Agree- 
ment, 


The notification to the State Depart- 
ment by Minister Mendonca that Brazil 
has rescinded the commercial reciproci- 
ty agreement existing with the United 
States, to take effect January Ist, 
makes that country the second to serve 
formal notice of the abolition of the so- 
called reciprocity treaties. In reality, 
they are not treaties, but merely diplo- 
matic understandings, based on notes 
between the representatives of each 
power, and embodied in a Presidential 
decree on the one hand and legislative 
enactment or decree on the other. 
Spain, in behalf of Cuba, was the first 
country to abrogate its treaty agree- 
ment, the chief cause, of course, being 
the taxing of sugar. Brazil is the sec- 
ond. The withdrawal of Spain and 
Brazil leaves the following countries 
now under reciprocity agreement with 
the United States yet unheard from: 
San Domingo, Salvador, Great Britain 
and Germany. Great Britain acted for 
her West Indian possessions, including 
Trinidad, Barbadoes, Jamaica and the 
Leeward and Windward Islands, to- 
gether with Guiana. Germany acted 
for herself alone, and the duties she 
takes off are principally on cereals and 
food products. 

The reciprocity arrangement with 
Brazil, just terminated, went into effect 
on April 1, 1891, and will therefore 


have continued three years and nine 








months. It was stated in the decree to 
be for the purpose of securing “‘recipro- 
cal trade in declaring sugar, molasses, 
| coftee and hides exempt from duty on 
| importation into the United States,” 
| and provided that certain American im- 
| ports of Brazil, if actual products of the 
United States, should be free of duty, 
and certain others pay a duty of 25 per 
cent. reduction from the existing Bra- 
zilian duty. In the former class the 
principal articles were wheat and 
wheat flour, corn and maize, and manu- 
factures thereof, potatoes, rye, pork, 
agricultural implements, hay and oats, 
mining tools, machinery, railway ma- 
terials and equipments, salted or dried 
fish, cotton-seed oil, rosin, tar and pitch. 
In the latter or dutiable class were lard 
and bacon, butter and cheese, canned 
meats, fruit and vegetables, manufac- 
tures of cotton, leather and its manu- 
factures, except boots and shoes; iron 
and steel, wood, manufactured, includ- 
ing carriages, carts, cooperage, etc., and 
rubber manufactures. 

Senor Mendonca believes the recision 
of the agreement a benefit to Brazil, if 
to any one, and says the former rate of 
duties on American goods will probably 
be reimposed after January Ist, while 
the United States gives Brazil no ad- 
vance notice, the passage of the Tariff 
bill making Brazilian goods covered by 
the agreement dutiable from August 
28th, 





Petroleum Engines as Oil Consumers. 


But little attention has been given in 
the United States to the designing of 
an efficient, simple and economical oil 
engine. We do not now refer to steam 
engines under the boilers of which 
petroleum is used as a fuel, but to 
that class of engines referred to in our 
petroleum department of this week, in 
which the power is generated by the 
explosion of a petroleum gas. As was 
shown at Chicago, the steam engine 
using petroleum as a fuel for raising 
steam is very efficient. These types 
of engines are large oil consumers, the 
amount of oil used for this purpose at 
the Exposition being 1,273,201 barrels. 
The report shows that 14.25 pounds of 
water were evaporated per pound of 
oil consumed. This is certainly good 
work. 

But the petroleum engine is much 
simpler and much more economical 
than the steam engine using petroleum 
to generate steam. The petroleum en- 
gine needs no boiler, no fire and but 
little water. It is especially adapted 
to small powers, while it is also effi- 
cient where comparatively large horse 
powers are needed. Its fuel, petro- 
leum, is found everywhere where 
power is needed and the engine is 
practically automatic in its operation. 

These advantages should certainly 
lead to the rapid adoption of petrole- 
um engines as motors, and yet but 
little thought has been given in the 
United States to the designing and im- 
proving of such engines, most of the 
inventions in this direction coming 
from Europe, and especially from Eng- 
land. This is more noticeable in view 
of the fact that the oil producer in the 
United States is seeking an increased 
consumption of his product. While 








large quantities of crude petroleum 
have been used as direct fuel there is 
a hesitation on the part of large fuel 
consumers to adopt petroleum lest in- 
creased consumption should lead to a 
greatly increased price. This fear has 
caused large consumers who had in- 
vestigated and been convinced of the 


value and economy of the liquid fuel | 


to refuse to use it extensively. What 
the petroleum producer should seek is 
an extensive use of petroleum in com- 
paratively small quantities. It is a 
great deal better to have 5,000 separ- 
ate consumers using 500 barrels a year 
each than to have 50 consumers using 
50,000 barrels each. This is a plain 
business proposition that needs no ar- 
gument, and yet the petroleum pro- 
ducer has sought the smaller number 
of large consumers rather than the 
larger number of small consumers. 

While it is true that it is the business 
of the maker of the petroleum engine 
to push its sale, it occurs to us that in 
the extensive use of petroleum engines 
no one has so much interest as the pro- 
ducer of crude petroleum, and, while he 
may not feel called upon to advance the 
interests of any form of engine, yet he 
would not be going outside of his legiti- 
mate sphere should he endeavor to 
bring to the notice of users of power 
the advantages of the petroleum motor. 
The producer of crude petroleum has 
devoted too much of his attention to 
the production and too little to the con- 
sumption of his oil. His markets for 
illuminating and lubricating oils have 
been so large and so important that he 
has not thought much about other uses. 
He has yet to learn from its practical 
side the great truth of political econ- 
omy, that it’is not production directly 
that maketh rich, but consumption. As 
the demand for petroleum and its prod- 
ucts is widened, and producers, while 
not neglecting the demand for illumi- 
nating and lubricating oils, strive to 
find other sources of consumption in 
small amounts that will aggregate 
large quantities, just to this extent will 
they find larger profits. We would 
suggest that the crude producers spend 
some money and time making the ad- 
vantages of the petroleum engines 
known. It will be money better spent 
and will result in more lasting benefit 
than will the endeavors to extend the 
use of petroleum as a direct fuel.— 
{American Manufacturer. 


Production of Sulphate of Ammonia, 


One of the most important sources 
of income not only to the gas works of 
Scotland, but to the shale cil industry 
as well, is sulphate of ammonia, which 
is also the most important of the 
residuals of the by-product coke ovens. 
Its production is on the increase, and 
yet its price is not only maintained, 


but is advancing. It is stated that 
the increase in price alone in 1893 
added $55,000 to the income of the 


gas works. While the price of this 
product has been the salvation of the 
Scotch shale oil trade, Messrs. Walter 
G. Rough & Co., of Glasgow, give the 
following as the total of quantity of 
sulphate of ammonia produced annu- 
ally in Scotland: 34,460 tens in oil 
works; 19,350 toas in iron works; 10,000 








tons in gas works; 700 tons in carbon- 
izing works. 

Large as are these figures they are 
small compared with the amount of 
this most valuable fertilizer which is 
allowed to escape unused into the air 
from the coke ovens of Great Britain, 
Mr. de _ Soldenhoff estimates that 
35,000,000 tons of coal are coked annu- 
ally in Great Britain. We are in- 
clined to think that this figure is too 
large, but if it is correct, and Mr. de 
Soldenhoff’s estimate of a production 
of 25.44 pounds of ammonia to a ton 
of coal is also correct, then over 
400,000 tons of sulphate are wasted a 
year. In the United States we have 
coked 16,000,000 of coal a year. Much 
of our coal gives 30 pounds a ton of 
sulphate, but at 25 pounds a ton our 
waste is, say roughly, 200,000 tons, 
worth say $14,000,000. This does not 
include any of the ammonia that 
might be saved by first converting 
much of the coal used for fuel into gas 
before it is burned and saving the 
ammonia. We have seen a fuel gas 
producer at work that gave 40 to 48 
kilos (88 to 105.6 pounds) of sulphate 
to every ton of coal charged. All this 
is now lost in this country and most of 
it abroad. This is a waste that should 
not be allowed to continue.

The beautiful coloring of certain ya. 
rieties of glass now produced in Ger- 
many, and which is said to far oxce] 
some of the most noted French speci- 
mens, is an art practised by the glass 
blower at the furnace by means of 
an apparatus consisting of a sheet 
iron cylinder, 20 inches in diameter, 
standing vertically, and having a sim- 
ilar cylinder riveted across the top, 
Kuhlow’s German Trade Review says 
that the lower cylinder is an open- 
ing into which an iron ladle can pass, 
and the horizontal cylinder is provided 
with doors at either end, the one near- 
est the operator being so arranged 
that the blowpipes can be supported 
when the door is closed in a horri- 
zontal split, running to its middle, 
the object to be treated being held in- 
side. When the glassblower is re- 
heating his work for the last time in 
the furnace, an attendant takes the 
long-handled iron ladle, which has 
been heated red hot, shakes into it 
; about a spoonful of a carefully pre- 
pared chemical mixtures, and places 
the bowl of the ladle quickly in the 
opening provided for it in the vertical 
eylinder. The mixture immediately 
| gives off vapor, which rises to the hor- 
izontal cylinder, where, meanwhile, 
; the blower has placed his work, sup- 
ported by the blowpipe and heated 
to an even red, turning it rapidly in 
In a short time the object 
is covered with a changeable luster, 
is removed from the pipe and tem-

In most lines an improved inquiry 
is reported, though the character of 
the demand has not changed, buyers 
showing no disposition to exceed. the 
needs of the moment when in the mar- 
ket, and the difference is chiefly 
noticeable in the frequency with which 
orders are renewed. The tone, on the 
whole, is one of firmness, though 
there are a few notable exceptions. 
Linseed oil is offered sparingly and 
held firm, while the cake has sharply 
declined. Cottonseed oil has devel- 
oped an easy tone. Cocoanut is steady, 
though quiet. Lard oil is unsettled and 
lower. Menhaden oil has advanced, 
while the other animal and fish oils 
are unchanged under a better demand. 
The mineral oils are moving more 
freely, but there are reports of cutting 
of prices by one of the principal man- 
ufacturers. 


Vegetable Oils. 

LINSEED.—Buyers’ views of the 
situation are manifested in the indif- 
ference shown regarding the present 
status of oil. While the i:ast advance 
was followed by some inquiry, as soon 
as it became evident that there was 
little or nothing to be had below the 
crushers’ quotations interest subsided, 
and the week just closed has been a 
very quiet one, so far as the linseed 
oil market is concerned. There is a 
report that a lot of 5,000 gallons 
boiled oil sold at a shade under the 
present market price, but its accuracy 
is seriously questioned. The fact that, 
notwithstanding the present strong 
and even buoyant tone of the market, 
paint grinders are making no effort to 
cover wants, which are believed to be 
large, indicates that they have little 
faith in the prophesies of a much 
higher seed market, and, coincident- 
ally, a further advance in oil. Crush- 
ers, too, are not believed to have a 
great deal of confidence in the reports 
current affecting seed, although one of 
the “up State” mills, which has been a 
free seller of oil at from 46c up, has 
been a liberal buyer of seed at prevail- 
ing prices. It is reported that nego- 
tiations are in progress, with a view to 
bringing Argentine seed here, under 
the new tariff. The oil situation in the 
West appears to be very firm, offers 
from bere at 52c at the mills having 
been turned down, although the buyers 
stood ready to take a large quantity 
at that figure. The last cable quota- 
tion for English oil was 21s. 6d. per 
ewt., equivalent to about 56c¢ here. In 
their circular issued to-day, Messrs. H. H. 
Crocker & Co., give the imports of seed 
from Calcutta, since January 1st to date, 
as 54,787 bags;

Early ip 
the week an offer for 2 tanks of prime 
new South Carolina crude at 25c, loose 
f. 0. b. mills, was declined, as the mills 
wanted 26c. Now the same oil is of. 
fered at 2414c t. 0. b. mills, with buyers 
not bidding over 23c. There was, on 
Monday last, however, 3 tanks of new 
crude sold at 26c¢ loose f.o. b. buyers’ 
tanks, for prompt shipment from the 
South. The reason they paid this 
high figure was that their immediate 
wants were urgent. There is consid- 
erable prime summer yellow being of- 
fered for October and November de- 
livery at 27@28c, loose, as to location 
of mills, but buyers in this section and 
the West are holding off, as they expect 
lower prices to prevail as soon ag 
the oil from new crop seed begins to 
come on the market from the Atlantic 
and other oil sections. Several samples 
of new crude have been shown on the 
market, and while they look well the 
quality is not of a grade that will 
make good refined oil. The Liverpool 
market ‘s cabled firm, but as yet no 
business has resulted, as exporters are 
very cautious in making bids. There 
has been considerable done in _ soap 
stock, both for export and for home 
consumption in the West, at 1% f. o. b. 
mills. ‘Further negotiations are pend- 
ing for several thousand barrels,. but 
at the moment buyers and sellers are 
apart. For a strictly choice white oil 
for prompt delivery 40c is the lowest, 
at which considerable has been done. 
There are other makes of white 
oil which are offered for Oc- 
tober delivery at 39c. The prices 
asked for off grades of summer yellow 
on the spot are above soap makers’ 
views, consequently they have turned 
their attention to new off yellow, 

which has sold here for October de- 
livery in barrels at 32@338c, as to qual- 
ity. The market closes easier in all 
positions as regards the future, but 
for choice oils on the spot full figures

Another cause for the 
advance is said to be the poor results 
of the fishing this week, as a con- 
sequence of the Southern cyclone that 
has been travelling up the coast. So 
far this week there has been no im- 
portant business reported, although 
several small lots, aggregating about 
200 barrels, believed to be outside oil, 


were taken for manufacture, at 21c 
for dark, and 22e¢ for light. Since the 


advance 22c was bid and declined for 
1,000 barrels light oil. The final deliv- 


ery, of 1,000 barrels, on the last ex- 
port sale, was made last week, and 
the oil is being shipped. There has 
been a good deal of talk concerning 


an effort of importers to get advan- 
tage of the clause in the tariff pro- 
viding for the free entry of fish oil 
that cannot be used for other than 
tanners purposes. It looks as though 


the effort had been abandoned, as 
some of the Japanese fish oil which 
has been laying here in bond = for 
some time prior to the passage of the 
tariff bill has been withdrawn for 
consumption. There are at present but 
500 cases (about 100 barrels) of Jap- 


anese oil here. No price is named, the 
holders seeking a bid. There are 3,000 
cases on the way from Japan, about 
due, for the account of a presser. The 
pressed and bleached menhaden oils 
are firmer in sympathy with crude, 
but not quotably higher. They are be- 
ginning to move rather more freely, 
though the demand is still of a job- 
bing character. 

NEATSFOOT—Good quality is scarce 
and wanted. “Prime” is to be had at 
55¢e, but a white oil, having a good cold 
test, readily commands 75c. The lower 
grades are plentiful, but are not in 
much demand.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


SATURDAY NOON, September 29, 1804. 

Another week to be added to the 
already long list of lifeless and fea- 
tureless ones is a brief summing up 
that about covers the situation. The 
few operators and brokers on the local 
market who still evince an interest 
and gather about.the bull ring to dis- 
cuss the situation have watched the 
reports from the fields, where devel- 
opement operations have received a 
fresh impetus and work made practic- 
able by the recent rains. Work is be- 
ing pushed in advance of defined fields 
in various directions, the drillers being 
buoyed up with the hope that a 
new pool may be discovered, or at 
least an important extension, which 
will enable them to secure good 
returns at the present market value 
of the product. The results so far, 
however, have not been of an en- 
couraging character, the number of 
dry holes being large, while only oc- 
casionally a good well is found. The 
difference between runs and deliveries, 
as indicated by the daily pipe line re- 
ports, warrants the expectation that 
the decrease in stocks during the 
present month will prove to be 
fully as large as it was in August. 
The transactions during the past week 
show an increase over those of the pre- 
vious week, the sales footing up 10,000 
bbis., against 0,000 bbls. for the preceding 
week. The price has remained unchanged 
throughout the week at 827%. The 
range during the corresponding week last 
year was (4@65%c.

Refined and Products. 

The export movement again shows 
an increase, the engagements during 
the past week having exceeded 200,000 
bbls, the usual proportion being for 
bulk shipment, although there has 
been a fair inquiry for barreled oi). 
The stocks in some of the foreign 
markets are reported as having been 
drawn on pretty heavily of late and in 
consequence the markets are firmer, 
with prospective increased imports. 
At present the tank fleet is actively 
engaged, and possibly more vessels 
will be required to meet the demands 
made on the carrying trade. The 
price of barreled oil has remained 
nominally unchanged at 5.15¢c for New 
York loading, and at 5.10c for Phila- 
delphia loading. Bulk oil has also been 
steady at 2.65c here and at 2.60c at 
Philadelphia. The principal foreign 
markets are firmer. To-day’s quota- 
tions by cable were: Antwerp, 125%f; 
Bremen, 4.85m; London, 3%d, and 
Liverpool, 3% @3%d. Freight rates are 
firm at 28s@2s 3d hence to London, 
and 2s 3d@3s 3d to Continental ports, 
as to port and vessel. Home trade 
lots have been in good request, and 
are firm on the basis of 7%@7\%e for 
150° water white, and Western at 
1% @7T%e. 


Cases for export have been in active

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request, and sales of about 500,000 are 
reported. The price for plain tops has 
remained unchanged at 6.35c. Freight 
rates are steady. The nominal rates 
for large vessels are: For Java, 16@ 
18c; Japan, 16@18c; Yokohama, 22@

@18c; Rangoon, 13@14c; Singapore, 19

Bristol, Glasgow, etc. The seed used 
is almost exclusively Egyptian.
